Something of the saving to the consumer which, under good manage- 
ment, has been effected by the transfer to the municipality of a plant owned 
by a private corporation whose chief concern is to derive the largest possible 
profits from its undertaking, is indicated in a letter which Mayor Armstrong 
received “this morning from iL W. Ackerman, mi iyor of Belleville, Ontario, 
Belleville purchased a gas plant complete from a. private rompany last year, 
and has since been operating the utility with marked success, The. council 
is now about to effect a reduction of rates which will prove of substantial 
hyneflt to: the consumer. re ans 

During the frst) year of operation of the.gasplant-as—a municipal con- 
werd, the city maintained the rates previously .in- fore e, and on the -t910! 
working there was a surplus of $2,000, making possible a substantial rate 
reduction in 4914. 

The-old company rate and ther ate charged by the municipality last year, 
was $1.50 a thousand for gas for illuminating purposes, and ’$1.25 for fuel 
purposes, While a combination rate of $1.85 was struck for consumers. who 
desired the use of gas for both purposes, 

“We are figuring on putting the price of gas down to $1.25, now for both 
fuel and illuminating purposes," says Mayor Askerman in the letter which was 
reecived at the city hall this mornnig.

A general invitation is 
oxtended to creamery bultermakers, se- 
ecretaries and managers of the Province 
to take advantage of the services of 
this: course, Following is an ontline 
of the work. that will be taken up. 

(a) --In- the Class room: Lectures 
will be given on chemistry and bacteri- 
ology in relation to rairying; the prin- 
ciples underlying Sanitary milk — and 
cream production; testing and butter- 
management: markets and marketing 
management; mearkels and marketing 
of dairy products; dairfy herd manage- 
ment, ete. 

The school library contains text books 
and an umber of agricultural and dairy 
journals for the use of students in at- 
tendance, 

(b) Practical Work: The Innisfail 
Creamery management has generously
